Lathrop Take Part 


In Ceremony 


That in 1859 Abraham Lincoln 


predicted many of the methods of 
scientific agriculture 
which 
have 


como into use since his time was 
brought out in speeches given by 
Lathrop E. Smith and Stanley E. 
Lathrop, friends of 
Lincoln, who 


were the principal speakers at tne 
Lincoln Monument ceremony. 


The speeches of these two men 


both of whom have had 
dealings 


with Abraham Lincoln lent a person- 
al note to the ceremony which was 
the best attended and perhaps the 
most impressive of all commence- 
ment week exercises. The ceremony 
followed the yearly zig-zag parade 
of university alumni. Prof. Julius 
E. Olson was in charge of arrange- 
ments. 
Another feature of the program 


was the reading of a letter written 
for the occasion by Henry Lee Ran- 
kin. Springfield, 111., who served for 
four years in the law offices of Lin- 
coln and Herndon. Mr. Rankin, who 
is now 85 years old did not attend. 


Mr. Smith told of his first meeting 


with Lincoln when he was a student 
at Beloit college earning his expen- 
ses by reporting on a newspaper. It 
was in the capacity of reporter tnat 
he interviewed Lincoln in his hotel 
room about a speech^ he had made 
on new scientific agriculture. 
Mi. Lathrop heard Lincoln speak 


on the same subject in Milwaukee 
several weeks previous to his Be- 
loit speech. Mr. Smith told of hav- 
ing been present in Milwaukee when 
Lincoln was nominated for president 
on the third ballot. 
"Abe Lincoln is not dead, but liv- 


ing," as never before, this very day," 
said Bishop Samuel Fallows in clos- 
ing the exercises.

Lincoln exercises a concert was giv- 
en by the University First Regimen- 
tal band.

Four states speciflcaHy exempt for work in agricultural pur- 


suits, three with no affc provision. The laws of fourteen other 
itates contain loosely worded provisions exempting a child at 
any age, which might be used to cover absence for farm work 
as well as for many other purposes. Several states exempt a 
child whose services are necessary for the support of himself 
and others, without any age or educational provision. 


The amount of attendance required, according to the Chil- 


dren's Bureau, is "still unsatisfactory in many states, several 
ILemandins: only 12,16, or 20 wwk« in a year."
